Remedies, which expelled: the, Poiſon, 
ſhe recovered. Upon this, ſuſpecting 
Elizabeth Maſon to have poiſoned, them, 
the charg'd her with it; who at laſt 
confeſſed the Fact. Then being carried 
before a Juſtice, ſhe there owned it like- 
wiſe. Being therefore committed to New- 
gate, ſhe for ſome time appeared dull and 
ſtupid, ſhew d but little ſenſe of her evil; 
but at laſt her Conſcience began to be 
awaken' d, and ſhe became ſenſible of the 
miſerable Condition her Sins had brought 
her into, and of the great Miſeries ſhe 
ſhould find in the other World, if ſhe did 
not heartily repent in this; and was very 
ſollicitous for pardon of her Guilt. Her 
Miſtreſs Cłolwell coming to ſee her, ſhe 
heartily cravd her Pardon and Forgive- 
neſs, and behaved herſelf with that peni- 
terce, that ſhe was permitted to receive 
the Sacrament, which ſhe did with great 
Devotion. And. when the time of her 
Death drew near; ſhe ſeem'd to be ſo far 
from being diſcompos'd with any uneaſy 
thoughts about it, that ſhe entirely re- 
ſign'd herſelf up to God, ſaying, I feet 
acw more Joy in my Heart than i I were 
going to a Feaſt or Merry-making.

Far the Murder of Charles La Mohun, 
aud James Dukesof Hamilton and 
Brandon, at the Seſſions-Howſe in

Olonel John Hamilton being brought 
Kto the Bar on "Thurſday, in order 
to be arraigned, a Writ of Appeal was 
delivered to the Sheriff at the Suit of the 
Lady Mohun, againſt the ſaid John Hamil- 
ton, for the Murder of her Lord; and 

| ſeveral learned Counſel mov'd that hi 
Tryal, at the Suit of the Crown, might 
be ſuſpended, and give way to the Writ 
of Appeal : which being oppoſed by other 
Counſel, and Arguments uſed on boti 
ſides, the Court was of opinion he ought 
to be try'd upon the Indictment; which 
was accordingly done on Friday, in ti 
following manner. 

John Hamilton Eſq; of St. Martins in if 
Fields, was indicted for the Murder d 
Charles Lord Mohun, Baron of Okehamfptat 

on the 15th of November laſt; by comfo 
| ting 
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ting, aiding, abetting, and ailiſting the 
wolf noble James Duke of Hamilton and 
Brandon, and George Macartney Eſq; in 
giving the ſaid Lord Mun a mortal 
Wound in and upon the right ſide of his 
Body, near the Short-Ribs, of the breadth 
of one Inch, and the depth of 15 Inches, 
of which he inſtantly died. He was alſo 
indicted upon the Coroner's Inquiſition 
for the ſame Murder. 

Another Indictment was brought againſt 
him for comforting, aiding, and abetting, 
the ſaid Charles Lord Mohun, and George 
Macartney, at the ſame time and place, m 
murdering the ſaid James Duke of Humil- 
ton and Brandon atoreſaid, by giving him 
a mortal Wound on the left part of the 
Breaſt, near the left Pap, of the breadth 
of 3 quarters of an Inch, and the depth of 
12 Inches: and another Indictment like- 
wiſe upon the Coroner's Inquiſition for 
that Murder. To all which he pleaded 
not guilty ; and the Evidence was as fol- 
lows. 

Rice Williams, Footman to the Lord 
Mohun, depoſed; That on "Thurſday the 
13th of November, his Lord and Duke 
Hamiltcu met at a Maſter in Chancery's 
Chambers, in Chancery-lane, between 6 
and 7 in the Evening; and that a Paper 
being there read, wherein one H/hirworth 
had given Evidence, Duke Hamilton ſaid,

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he, meaning Whitworth, had neither Truth , 
nor Juſtice 1 in him; to which Lord Mobus ( 
anſwer'd, he had as much Truth as his \ 
Grace, or to that purpoſe : that Duke , 
Hamilton made no Reply, and ſoon after ef

- Mehun came, and paſs'd by the Duke as F: 
he was making water, but neither ſpoke A 
to the other. That afterwards his Lord 1 
went to White's Chocolate-Houſe, and A 
from thence ſupped at the Queen Arm. J. 
in the Pall Mal, and then went home, Wl at 
and gave his Orders to let nobody ſpeak of 
with him next morning but Macartney; an 
who not coming, his Lord went to Ma- th 
cartney's Lodgings, where he ſtaid about u. 
half an Hour; and afterwards he and V 
Macarmey went to the Duke of Maribo- th 
rough's, and continued there about the thi 
ſame time. That in the ſame Houſe where L 
Macartney lodg'd, there was alſo one he 
Colonel Jof. Churchil, to whom the Evi- the 
dence told, that he was apprehenſive there co 
was like to be a Quarrel; and a while oth 
after his Lord check'd him ſeverely for har 
talking after that manner: that after they pu 
came from the Duke of Marlborough s, up, 
Lord Mohun went to Serjeant Inn, where anc 
he was about half an hour, and then 
dined at the Globe in the Strand; with the the 
. ſaid Colonel Churchill, Sir Robert Rich, and Ri, 
Macartney, and atter Dinner went away. the 


"The 
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The Witneſs. called at the Globe at five, 
(having been ſent of an Errand) but they 
were gone, and he afterwards found them 
at the Play: that the Lord Mohun ſfupp"d 
that night at the Queen Arms, with the 
Duke of Richmond, Colonel Churchill, Sir 
Robert Rich, and Macartney. After Supper, 
Macartney ſent the Witneſs to his Lodg- 
ing, and when he came back again, they 
were all gone, and he could not find his 
Lord all that night. On Saturday Morning 
about 7 a- clock, having ſtill a ſuſpicion 
of Miſchief, he went rowards Hyde-Park, 
and faw Duke Hamilton's Coach going 
that way, whereupon he follow'd, and 
with ſome difficulty got over the Park- 
Wall, that he might not be ſeen ; but by 
that time he came up to the place where 
they were engaged, he ſaw both the 
Lords fall, and two Gentlemen (whom = 
he thought to be the Seconds) by them ; 
the one he knew to be Macartney, but 
could not be poſitive the Priſoner was the 
other: but that the other did ſay, we 
have made a fine ſpot of work, or to that 
purpoſe ; and that his Lord being help'd 
up, reel'd about 2 Yards, and then fell, 
and dy'd preſently, > 

Jon James, Drawer at the Ge, ſwore 
that Lord Mohun, Macartney, Sir Robert 
Rich, and Colonel Churchill, dined there 
the 14th; that after Dinner Macartney 

| G 3 went 
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went out, and when he came in again, 
talk'd privately with Lord Mohun; and 
then he went away, and Mohun return'd 
to the company, but ſtaid but a little 
while, and went in the ſame Coach with 
Macartney ; that Charchill and Rich ſtaid 
an hour, and Mohunu and Macariney came 
and asked for them when they were gone. 
Iſaiah Siſen, at the Roſe Tavern in 
Covent-Garden, depoſed, that on the 14th 
of November, the Lord Mohun, and a Gen- 
tleman in Grey came thither ; and being 
ſhew'd a Room, asked if Stars and Gar- 
ters uſed the Houſe; to which he an- 
ſwered, they did ſometimes. Upon which 
they told him, the Duke of Hamilton | 
would be there preſently ; bid him, when 
they .came, to ſhew a Room, but not 
bring them into theirs : that a while after 
the Duke came, and another Gentleman 
with him, and the Duke asked for Ma- 
cartney and the Gentleman in Grey; who 
hearing him, came to him : upon whoſe 
coming, the Gentleman with the Duke 
went away, and the Witneſs carried in a 
Bottle of Wine, and they bid him go, for 
they would help themſelves. That the 
Gentleman in Grey went ſeveral times 
between the Duke and Lord Mohun; and 
then the Gentleman came again to Duke 


Hamiltun, and they went away together; 
but 
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but the Witneſs could not ſay it was the 
Priſoner Who was with the Duke. 

Joſeph Hipfley (the Duke's Porter) de- 

ſed, that on the day aforeſaid, in the 
Morning, Macartney's Man came to en- 

uire it the Duke was ſtirring ; being 

asked what he wanted, ſaid he came from 
a Gentleman in the North: and after- 
wards he came himſelf, told his Name, 
and ſaid he had important Buſineſs from 
the North to communicate. After which 
the Duke went out, and came home again 
about one; and the Witneſs told him 
who had been to ask for him, and to 
know where he might ſee him at 4 a- 
clock; at which time Macartuey came 
again, and was with the Duke about a 
quarter of an hour; after which the 
Duke went out, and came in again about 
fx and Colonel Hamilton with him, and 
they dined together, and then went out 
again, and the Duke came in about eight, 
and ſtay'd all night. "The Evidence be- 
ing asked whether the Priſoner uſed to 
dine there, anſwer'd very frequently. 

John Leſiy (the Duke's Footman) ſwore 
that on the 14th, about 5 in the Evening, 
the Duke went in a Hackney-Coach to the 
Britiſh Coffee-houſe, and ſent him for the 
Priſoner, who came into the Coach, and 
went into the Roſe 'Tavern, where he 
bid the Witneſs ſtay by the Coach while

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he and the Priſoner were together: That 
rhe next morning by 6 of the clock, he 
was ſent to the Priſoner to get himſelt 
dreſs'd, for the Duke would call upon 
him about buſineſs ; ; that when he went, 
the Priſoner was getting up, and the 
Duke call'd, and took him in, and bid 
the Coachman drive to the Park; and he 
being behind the Coach, the Duke call'd 
to him, gave him ſome Keys, and direct- 
ed him where to find a mourning Sword, 
which he-brought, and rhe Duke threw 
it into the Coach, bidding the Coachman 
' drive to Kenſington ; but they got out 
over againſt the Lodge, and went upon 
the Graſs between the Ponds, the Duke

to bed in the ſame Room : that he ob- 


ſerved the Lord Mohun to walk in a me- 


lancholy Poſture before he went to bed, 
and when he lay down, fetch'd -a deep 
Sigh, and bid. him be ſure to call him by 
6 in the morning. | 
Charles Chabaner, of the Bagnio, depo- 
ſed, that Macartney's Servant brought 
the Portmanteau at 11 a- clock on Friday 
morning, and asked if there was Conve- 
nience to lodge two Gentlemen: that 
Lord Mohun came firſt, and was in bed 
before Macartney came, who talk'd with

went to the Lodge, and called for help: 
that he ſaw them go over the Ditch, and 
draw all their Swords, but did not ſee 
the Seconds puſh, tho he ſaw them go to 
help the two Lords when they were 
down : that the Lord Mohun was brought 


and after he ſaw him dead, he followed 
Macartney, telling him he muſt pay him, 
or elſe go into the Coach ; but he told 
him 2 Mohan had a Servant there, 
who. faying he would pay him, he was 
content. | 1 Joſeph 
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Jeſeph Nichoiſon depoſed, that as he 
was driving a Wheel-barrow in the Park, 
one came from the Lodge, and deſfir'd 
him to come and help, for there was a 
Duel ; and having got a Stick, he made 
all the haſte he could : but when he came 


Mohun down, and Duke Hamilton fall over 
him; a Gentleman being behind the 
Duke, and another behind the Lord, en- 
deavouring to raiſe them with both their 
Swords drawn, as had alſo the two Peers: 
that when he and others came up, the 2 
Gentlemen delivered their Swords, but 
the others were not willing to part with 
theirs ; and Lord Mohun's Sword was bent 
in wreſting from him: That the ſaid Lord 
beginning to faint, Macartney help'd to 
turn him on his ſide, ſaying, he believed 
he was fick with bleeding inwardly ; and 
at the ſame time bid him take notice, 
that he in Grey Clothes and a laced Hat, 
endeavoured to part them. "The Swords 
were produc'd, the Duke and Lord 
Mohun's were very bloody, and Marartney's 
was bloody from the Point abour 12 In- 
ches of the Blade, and very much bent; 
but the Priſoner's Sword was not bloody 
at all, nor could the Evidence ſay he was 
one of the four. 

John Reynolds, who belong'd to the 
Lodge, gave an account that the Coach-

within about 30 Paces, he ſaw Lord

He ſwore he did not 
ſee the Seconds draw, nor could tell how 
near they were to the Lords, for the way 
was bad, and he could not look at them 
all the while he was going towards them; 
but when he came up, he aſſiſted in taking 
. the Swords, and the Duke refuſed to 
deliver his. 

Miliam Morris (a Groom) depoſed, that 
as he was walking his Horſes towards 
Hjde-Park, he followed a Hackney-Coach 
with rwo Gentlemen in it, whom he ſaw 
alight by the Lodge, and walk together 
towards the left part of the Ring, he 
they were about a quarter-of an hour be- 
fore he ſaw two Gentlemen more come 


to them; and after having ſaluted each 
other, 
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other, one of them, who he is ſince told 
was Duke Hamilton, threw off his Cloke, 
and one of the other two, who he now 
underſtands was Lord Mohun, his Surtout 
Coat, and all immediately drew: that 
the Duke and Lord puſhed at each other 
but a very little while, when the Duke 
cloſed, and took the Lord by the Collar, 
who fell down and groan'd, and the Duke 
fell upon him ; that juſt as Mohun was 
dropping, he ſaw him lay hold on the 
Duke's Sword, but could not tell whe- 
ther the Sword was at that time in his 
Body; nor did he ſee any Wound given 
after the cloſing, and was ſure Lord 


Mohun did not ſhorten his Sword. He 


declared he did not fee the Seconds fight, 
but they had their Swords in their Hands, 
aſſiſting the Lords, as before. He was 
neareſt, and ſaw moſt of the Action; but 
all the Witneſſes declared they could not 


well ſee the Seconds, becauſe the Princi- | 


pals were fighting between. - | 
Henry Amy, a Surgeon, depoſed, that 
he found Duke Hamilton had received a 


Wound by a Puſh, which had cut the 


| Artery and ſmall Tendon of his right 
Arm; another in his right Leg, 8 Inches 


long, which he ſuppoſed to be by a Slaſh, 


it being very large; another ſmall one in 
his left Leg, near the Inſtep ; and a fourch 
on his left Side, between the ſecond and 

Wa third 
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third Rib, which ran down into his Body 
moſt forward, having pierced the Skirt 
of his Midrifl, and gone through his Caul : 
that the Wound in his Arm cauſed his 
fo ſpeedy Death, through loſs of Blood 
by the Artery ; and that he might have 
lived 2 or 3 days with the Wound in his 
Breaſt, which Wound could not be given 
but by an Arm that reached over, or was 
above him. He further depoſed, that he 
alſo view'd the Lord Mohun's Body, and 
found that he had a Wound between his 
ſhort Ribs, quite through his Belly ; and 
another about 3 Inches deep in the upper 
part of his Thigh; a large Wound about 
4 Inches wide in his Groin, a little high- 
er, Which was the cauſe of his immediate 
Death ; and another ſmall Wound on his 
left Side ; and that the Fingers of his left 
Hand were cut. 

Paul Bouffier, another Surgeon, depo- 
fed, that about a quarter after 11 on Fri- 
day night, the 14th of November, a Foot- 
man came for him to go to Duke Hamil- 
ton's; but he being in bed, and not well turd 
asked if the Duke was ill, and being told ing, 
he was not, deſir'd to be excuſed till ¶ and 
Morning: that the next Morning Mr. ey, 
Ferguſon came to him about 7, and ſaid 
the Duke would have him take Coach,

up, he ſent a Servant, and ſome time al- 
ter went to the Duke's Houſe, and found 
him dead: that he opened the Body, and 
perceived a Wound between his ſecond 
and third Rib, to enter down into the 
Body inclining to the right Side, which 
could not be given but by ſome puſh 
from above. He ſaid, the Iflue of Blood 
was the cauſe of the Duke's ſudden 
Death : and being asked if that Wound 
would hinder the holding his Sword in 
his right Hand, he anfwer'd; that he 
might uſe that Arm for a while, it being 
the ſmall, and not the main Tendon that 
was Cut. 

Robert Talbot (Bouffier's Man) depoſed, 
that by his Maſter's orders, he went to 
Hide-Park with Mr. Ferguſon, who ſet him 
down at the Publick Houſe, and bid him 
ſtay till call'd for; and that after a while 
he was call'd, and found the Duke 
wounded as before, and upon feeling, 
found he had no Pulſe, and foon after died. 

Mr. Ferguſon gave Evidence, that on Sa- 
turday, Novemb. 15. about 7 in the Morn- 
ing, the Duke his Maſter ſent for him, 
and after having made him promiſe Secre- 
cy, told him he had a Challenge, and was 
obliged to vindicate his Honour, where- 
fore he bid him get Bouſſter

Rancis Goſlin of the Pariſh of Stepney, 

was indicted at the O/d-Bailey, Jan. 
16. 1713. that he, together with one 
John Shaw, were aiding, abetting, com- 
torting, and aſſiſting Peter Furlow,' in the 
Murder of John Hutton, on the 27th of 
December before-going, by cutting his 
Throat, of the breadth of 6 Inches, and 
the depth of 2 Inches.

Cheſts of Arms directed to 
the Priſoner, who: was in great Truſt and 
Favour with ſome of the Chiefs engaged in 
the Rebellion 3 and as it was particularly 
obſerved by one be Kink Counſel, 
there were ſeveral Evidences ot: his; under 

ſome of their own Hands, as would put 
the Matter out of doubt, but that there 
were ſome Reaſous which rendred it not ſo 
proper yet to dirulge thoſe Evidences, but 
which would hawever be produced when 
time ſerve: and then proceeded to call 
their Witneſſemms. 
Mr. Patten depos d, that he ſaw Mr. 
Gaſcoigne at the Bull and Mitre Tons at Preſ- 

ton, and in Mr. Firfter's company: 

Mr. Wye depos'd, that coming once to 

the Dutcheſs of »Ormond's, he faw the Pri-

T IWiam Skelton, alias Beaumont, 
and Thomas Jacobs, alias Morris, of 
the Pariſh of St. Brides, were indicted for 
a Miſdemeanour, in forging and counter- 
fiting a Letter Teſtimonial in the Names 
of the Rector and Fellows of Lincoln-College 
in Oxford, ro the Right Reverend the Lond 
Biſhop of Lincoln, and publiſhing the ſame, 
in order to procure Ordination, and by 
which Ordination was accordingly pro- 
cured. To prove this, one Middlebroo was 
ſworn, who depoſed, That at the begin- 
ning of February laſt, he came to Mr. Col- 
lc, Dr. Sacheverel's Curate, and told him 
he was deſtitute. of a Lodging, and deſired 
him to recommend him to ſome Friend of 
his; accordingly; he recommended him to 
Mr. Lewis's in the Fleet, where the Pri ſo- 
ner Jacobs (a Parſon) then lodged 3 and he 
vas ſoon admitted into the greateſt Intima- 
ey with him, and was his Bedtellow: In 
Winch time the Priſoner Selten came to 
Town, as he ſaid from Leiceſterſpire, and

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terwards heard him ſay to the Parſon, Sir, 


you have ſaved my Life ;-but he was not cre- 
dited, his Evidence being full of Improba- 
bilities and Contradictions. Then Skelton 
moved it to the Court to conſider that he 
was not the Man that ſtruck him, and that 
all the part he had in this Affair, was a 
kind interpoſing between his Friend and 


the Proſecutor, which the laſt confeſs d 


prolong'd his Life. But being asked what 
occaſion could juſtify their having Hangers 


under their Clothes, eſpecially under a Mi- 
niſters Gown ;- they ſaid they had been a 


drinking, and where under Apprehenſions 


of an Arreſt : which being no legal Excuſe, 
and the Proſecutor having ſworn that Skelton ' 
held down his Arms, the Jury found them 
both guilty of the Indictment, but recom- 
mended Skelton to the favour of the Court, 
who returned their Kindneſs, in his way 
from the Bar, with execrable Vollies of 
Oaths and Curfes. The Court gave 
Sentence as follows; Thomas Jacobs alias 
Morrice, fined 50 l. for the Aſſault, 801. 
for the Forgery, and 3 Years Impriſonment: 
William Skelton alias Hanbnry Beaumont, fi- 
ned 20 J. for the Afault, and 100 J. for

Illiam Staples, of St. James's Weſtmin- 

ſter, was indicted the 7th of Juh, 

1716. for the Murder of Nicholas Benner, 
by giving him a mortal Wound with a Pil- 
tol, charg'd with a Leaden- Bullet and Gun- 
powder, on the left part of the Head, near 
the Jaw-bone, of which Wound he inſtant- 
ly died. The firſt Evidence for the King 
depoſed, that ſhe lived with the Priſoner's 
Wife 6 Years, in which time ſhe knew the 
Deceaſed to be very familiar with her, and 
took the opportunity of the Priſoner's be- 
ing abroad at Service, as often as he came 
from Sea, to viſit her, and very often more 
like a Husband than a Friend: That on 
the day mentioned in the Indi&ment, the 
Deceaſed being in the Prifoner's Houſe, 
his Wife perſuaded her, (this Evidence) to 
let him lie with her Husband, and that 
night the Priſoner lay with his Wiſe ; but 
coming down __ the next morning, be 
was ſurprized to ſee the Deceaſed in his 
Houſe, and bid him be gone, = him 
he had often forwarned him of his oule, 
upon account of his Familiarity me 
X WIe. 
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Vie. Upon which, Bonner made a very ſur- 
ly Reply, and told him he had more right 


to her than himſelt, and afterwards deman- 
ded a Piſtol cf him, which the Priſoner's 
Wife told him he had in his hand ; upon 
which they ſtruggled, and it proving a 
Miſtake, Bonner threw his Glove at the 
Priſoner ſeveral times, and bid him meet 
him, to fight him at Oliver's-Mount, which, 
with much ado, the Priſoner agreed to; 

but Bonner did not meet him according to 
appointment. Whereupon, when the Pri- 
ſoner came home, and ſaw him ſtill with 
his Wife, he diſcharged his Piſtol, and ſhot 
him dead upon the ſpot. The next Evi- 
dence depoſed, that Bonner came in drunk, 
and asked for Mrs. Staples, who received 
him, and went up ſtairs with him ; after 
which, the Priſoner came in, and Bonner 
was hid: but having an opportunity, he 
went out, and afterwards came in again 
with ſome Brandy, and when the Priſoner 
came down, he ſaw Bonner, who bid him 
good-morrow ; but the Priſoner bid him 


be gone, he did not like his company: up- 


on which they quarrelled. There were ſe- 
reral other Evidences to the ſame purpoſe, 
but all agreed in this, of Bonner's being too 
tamiliar with the Priſoner's Wife, and that 
the Priſoner had often forbid him his Houſe. 
The Deceaſed's Siſter depoſed, that her 
Brother gave her a Viſit the night before

this Accident, and ſtaid with her till; & 
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- clock in the morning, when, ſeeing the Ha 
Priſoner's Door open, he ſwore he would botl

Brother in the moſt unhappy Seaſon, be- ter þ 
ing debauched in Liquors, and no ways Count 
prepared for ſuch an Accident : To which to ſat 
he replied, very coldly, as if his Mind was and 
but juſt made eaſy, that he was not at all havii 
forry for his Fate, it having reſtored him Fami, 
to the Condition of a happy Man ; and if after, 

She trivan 
ended her Evidence with ſaying, ſhe was ly to e 


too well acquainted with the Familiarity 
berween the Priſoner's Wife and her Bro- 
ther, and if he had loſt his Life when ſober, 
the Priſoner had done him but juſtice. 
The Priſoner in his Defence, in a cheartul 
Air, and modeſt Demeanour, thus addteſ- 
- fed himſelf to the Court; My Lords, and you 
Gentlemen of the Jury, 6 Tears ago I married 
this Wiman, and with her the whole Croud of 
Plagues and Mi:fortuies which attend an houeſ 
Man in fo unhappy a Choice.

White was indicted a third time with Jams 
Ruſſel, for breaking the Houſe of Geng 
Barclay, and ſtealing divers Goods to a 
conſiderable value, the firſt of April. N. 
iam White, Thomas Thurland, and oli 
Chapman, were allo indicted for aſſaulting 
John Gough on the Highway, and taking 
from him a Brown Gelding valued 5 J. ſome 
Money, Buckles, a Frock, &©c. To all which 
Indictments, Mpite and Thurland refuſed to 
plead, but ſtood obſtinately without ſpeak- 
ing or holding up their Hands; upon which 
the Court read the Law to them, by virtue 
of which, their two Thumbs were tied 
together with Whipcord, and drawn with 
the whole force of two Men, each above a 
quarter of an hour; which having no effett 
upon their contumacious Humour, Sen- 
tence was paſs'd upon them to be preſs 
to death, according to Law: but when 
they found Death inevitable, they relaxed, 
and pleaded not guilty to each Indictment, 
and challenged all the Jury, upon which a 
new one was impannelled.

Thomas Thurland, alias Thorland, ſaid, he 
was 30 years of Age, born at Hertford, by 
Trade a Milliner, . and ſome time kept a 
Shop at Colcheſter in Eſſex. He own'd. the 
fats for which he was condemned, nor 
could deny he had before received mercy,.- 
and pleaded to his Pardon on the -6th -of 
Auguſt, 1716. on condition ro tranſport 
himſelf in ſix months, for ſtealing 50 yards 
of Stuff of Mr. Richard Sharpleſs ; but would 
confeſs no more. 'They were executed at 
Bln, in company with.

|  Guineas, one Broad-Piece, and one Moi- 
dore, on the 14th of June, in the fame 
Month. It appeared by the Evidence,

came to their Aſſiſtance; who forced him
